"blankets  &  shoes"   —  watch  coats,    '   rifles,   by  sending  them  as  soon  as 
receiv'd,   as  I  suppos'd  they  would  be  moat  .vanted  &  usefull  to   the  army,   I 
shall  in  future  Send  you  Copies  of  ail  Invoices  as  soon  as  I  receive  then. 
The  stores  £t  clothing  now  on  hand  will  be  forwarded  as   I  have  had  the  honor 
to  say  to  you  in  ail  my  late  Communications,   "as  fast  as  Y.'aggot.s  can  be 
hidred  and  purchased  for  the  purpose".  —  Fat,   it  will  not  be  easy  to 
conceive  the  difficulties  &  perplexities  I  have  to  Surmount  in  this  duty, 
arising  out  of  the  scarcity  of  Waggons,   as  so  many  have  been  furnish' d  to 
the  two  djetaohments  of  Militia  assembled  at  Meadvllle  k  this  place,  <i.  for  the 
ordnance  &  ordnance  stores,  &  others  sent  to  your  army.     I  must  Lherefore 
request  your  Excellency  to  make  the  earliest  arraingments  in  your  pcrer  to 
take  them  from  Cincinati  as  the  river  is  now  on  the  rise,   &  as  it  vfill  pro- 
bably be  the  mean  of  your  getting  those  supplies  much  sooner  than  you  Could 
over-Jand  hence.     I  hear  with  much  regrett  of  the  want  of  ammunition  in 
your  Army;  &  should  have  given  you  j-^owder  mvich  sooner,    if  it  had  not  been 
suggested  by  Major  Stoddard,   as  better  to   detain  that  article,  i  Send  it  on 
with  the  fix'd  ammunition  for  ordnance.

In  your  letter  of  the"27th,  Sept.  I8l2"  you  directed  all  the  supplies 
for  the  North  westeni  Army  from  the  Qr.  liaaster's  Departnient  at  this  place, 
to  be  sent  by  "George-Tovm  New-lisbon  &  Canton  to  Vfooster"   in  the  State  of 
Ohio.     In  your  letter  ofSJ  the  19tli  October,  you  acknowledge  the  receipt  of 
mine  of  the  lOtli  October,    incloseing   Invoices  of  My,   stores,   forv^arded  to 
your  address  at  VJooster,  &  in  your  a,etter  of  the  2oth.   October  to  ilajor 
Stoddard,   you  say,    "I  am  very  much  embarrass 'a  in  Consequence  of  my  having 
receiv'd  no  information  of  the  progress  that  has  been  made  in  ibrivarding 
the  "supplies  of  Qr.  Master  Stores,  &  Cloathing,  &  the  direction  that  those 
have  taken  which  have  allrea(^  been  sent  on" I  —  This  sould  seen  a  self 
Contradiction,    But,   perhaps  you  meant  those  that  were  Sent  on  before  the 
destination  was  alter 'd  to  V/ooster  —  on  t-he^  25th  of  Sept.   I  had  the 
honor  to  receive  the  Secretary's  order  to  Comply  with  your  requisitloiis  — 
I  inform' d  you  of  it  in  a  letter  of  the  same  da-ce,  &  concluaed  as  follov/s  — 
"I  have  lately  made  severaJ.  shipments  of  Llilitary  stores  to  New-port, 
&  shall  make  another  to  day  —  all  of  which  vdll  be  subject  to  your  order

I  beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  mino  of  tlie   xst   iiist.      I   have   ju:jt 
returned  from  Frankfort,  where  I  have  i-ath  some  diiTiculty  succeeded  in 
obj'aining  an  advance  from  the   Bank  of  Kentuclcy  of  2D000'J  —  in  notes  of 
all  a  ascriptions,  which  I  v/as  very  thanlcful  to  get  in  any  thing  in  the 
character  of  money.      I  have  borrowed  here  of  the  ^^entucky  Insurance  i^omi-any, 
and  of  the  Branch  Bank,   each  10,000*.  on  my  own  negotiable  notes  payable 
60  days  hence  v/ith  interest.      These  sujns  will  enable  me  to  complete  the 
purchase  of  200  Pack  Horses,   Q.   ;:.   Stores  and  from  one  to   2uO  Ox  Tearr.s,    or 
nearly  so.     Do  ;'ou  my  good  friend  adopt  Vcb  means;^  of     puting  me  in 
plentiful  funds  to  take  up  my  notes,  and  discharge  the  requisitions  of  the 
commander  in  chief  —  You  may  perhaps  thin]:  I  am  proceeding  on  too  large 
a  scale  —  \7ill  you  only  reilect  that  every  thing  is  v^anting  —  2uO  Ox  Teams 
Vifill  cost  at  least  $56,000  or  280$  ea.     The  Governemtn  lose  nothing 
by  placing  the  funds  I  require  in  the  Banlcs  of  the     vrestern  coiintry  — 
You  may  dijrect  if  you  please,  that  I  shall  draw  money  from  the   Piiiiks, 
only  on  the  orders  of  the  commander  in  chief.     But  funds  must  be  provided, 
otherwise  the  objects  of  the  government  must  fail. 

To  the  right  wing  of  the  army  I  have  alreaay  advanced  near 
30,000^,  and  send  to  the  Asst.   Q  M  James  F«  Eubank  to  morro.v,   three  drafts 
on  your  of  1000$  ea,  and  I  shall  not  be  able  to  take  a  dollar  vjlth  mc 
to  the  centre  and  left  wing  of  the  army,  more  than  about  8000.'?  t:.at  I 
left  in  the  Bank  at  Cincinnati.      U  have  before  stated  that  there  is  a  very 
large  sura  due  for  the  transportation  on  these  two  lines  —  The  ovaiers 
of  the  Teams  live  about  this  place,   and  are  becoming  very  clamorous 
because  they  cannot  get  their  pay. 
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On  tomorrovf,   or  next  morning  at  Tarthest  I  set  out  for  the   army,      I 
hope  to  hear  from  you  often,  and  as  I  go  vdth  the  intention  of  uceing 
every  effort  to  do  my  duty,  have  only  to  reiterate  ~  "Keep  me  in 
funds,"

drafts  of  ;-?1000  each,    in  favor  of  J.  F.   Eubank,  who  is  the  Qur.  Master 
on  the  Right  wing  of  the  Army,     I  send  these  Drafts  to  him,  wi.th  a  hope 
that  should  he  be  out  of  Cash,   he  may  be  able  to   dispose  of  them  to  the 
Bank  in  Chilocothee  —       J,  M, 

Since  writing  the  above  I  have  been  compellea  to  Borrov/  of  the   Branch 
Bank  in  addition  Ten  thovisand  dollars,   and  ajn  by  Contract  to  repay  it  in 
Ten  day  with  Interest,    in  specia  which  I  have  obtained  from  Col.    Buford 
on  Loan,   on  his  order  on  the  Cashier  of  the  Chilocothee  Bank.     This 
arrangement  became  indispensable  necessary  to  the  public  service  —  Other- 
wise I  should  be  unable  to  hire  one  Y/aggon  and  I  am  to  proceed  to  the 
array.     Those  men  who  have  Teams  out  with  the  aniiy,   are  hanging  round  my 
Table,  and  so  clamorous  that  unless  I  appease  them  by  paying  one  of  the 
two  or  three  months  their  Teams  have  been  in  service,   they  would  prevent 
all  those  who  are  about  en^iaging  to  proceed.     I  am  distracted  vjlth  debts 
which  accured  before  my  appointment.     You  Liist  know  that  by  lualving  myself 
IndiKidually  responsible  that  I  am  doing  all  that  is  in  my  power  to 
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prevent  the  public  credit  from  Sinking.     As  a  public  officGr  I  must  be  heard 
and  you  are  bound  to  attend  to  my  represGnbations,   otlierv/^ise   say  "c:jxt  I 
atn  unworthy  piiblio  conTidRnce.      And  belo-iv:unR  you  do  not  tin.nk  T  would 
represent  my  Situation  other  than  it  really  is  —  I  must  at,ain  be 
permitted  to  state  that  withouo  funds  I  cannot  perfonu  what  vcur 
Gem,  Harrison,    ana  tne  public  expect,   and  have  a  right  to  ex^xact  from 
my  Industry,    and  knowledge  of  what  is  necessary  for  an  anny  situaoe  as 
that  now  is,   under  the  Command  of  Genl.  Harrison.      I  tell  you  that  the  iiliiocnc 
of  this  army  ;vill  be  far,   very  far  indeed  beyond  what  you  have  beiievea  — 
and  I  mi:ist  repeat  that  unless  you  provide  ample  funds  —  the  rove^uoiits 
of  the  army  will  be  retarded,  and  the  objects  of  the  Government  blasted.

Sir, 

In  my  last  I  had  the  honor  of  informing  you,  that  Genl.  Hopkins  had 
arrive [dj  at  Fort  Harrison,  from  whence  he  expectea  to  start  up  the  iTabash  — 
Since  which  time,  his  plans  were  so  far  changed  that  he  started 
immediately  across  the  Covintry  from  Fort  Harrison  direct  for  the  Grand 
Kickapoo  village  in  the  Prairie  —  The  Inclosed  letter  from  him  xo   tiyself, 
will  give  you  all  the  inlormation  I  have  officially  received  upon  the 
subject  of  his  Expiditiin  from  Fort  Harrison  towards  the  Kickapoos 
town,  and  back;  And  to  this  i-etter  I  beg  leave  to  refer  you.  He,  the 
General,  is  now  preparing  an  Expidition  from  Fort  Harrison  (-.There  he  has 
his  Head  Quarters)  to  the  Tippicanoe,  with  Three  iiegiments  of  Iniantry 
<Sc  an  hundred  Rangers  —  The  3  Regiments  I  allude  to,  are  from  J^entucky  & 
will  consist  of  about  1200  men)  — ■  what  his  success  may  be,  tiira  alone 
will  develop, 

I  am  sorry  to  add,  that  the  volunteer  Riflemen  who  came  from 
■i^entucky,  have  tarnished  the  name  American;  not  only  by  behaving  like 
Paltroons,  but  by  shamefully  &  basely  plxmdering  the  Gii-izens  whei-eever 
they  passed  their  Farms. 

I  regret  very  much  a  circumstance  which  happened  on  Sunday  last, 
about  Fifteen  miles  from  this  place  (in  the  Forks  of  ViTnite  River).  A 
party  of  Indians  attacked  Two  waggons  with  Families  moving  And  killed  T-.v© 
men,  &  wounded  tv/o  others,  A  Detachment  of  Capt  Parke's  troop  of  Horse, 
under  my  Command,  went  in  pvirsuit  of  the  Indians  the  next  day,  but  owing 
to  the  advance  of  the  Enemy  had,  were  not  able  to  overtake  them. 

I  have  this  moment  been  honored  with  y&ur's  of  the  i7th  Ulto. 
Should  I  have  occasion  to  draw  for  any  ±\trther  sums,  I  shall  remit 
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you  the  proper  Estimate, 

Colo.   Russell  left  this  place  sorae   time  ago  &  y.ent   to  the  niinois  — 
He  iBft  Cahokia  about  the   time  Genl.  Hopkins  left  Fort  Harrison.     He 
had  under  his  Command  U50  men,   and  was  to  proceed  to   Pioria  on  t!ie 
Illinois  River,  there  to  form  a  junction  with  Genl.  Hopkins.     I  am 
much  afraid,   from  the  fewness  of  his  nujiibers,   that  soine^hing  must 
have  happen 'd  to  him,  as  we  have  not  yet  hcar'd  from  him.

Since  my  return,  I  find  that  a  considerable  body  of  troops  have 
been  and  yet  continue  to  be  stationed  around  the  Town  of  Wansfield 
on  libe  head  qaters  of  the  Muskingum    This  force  is  considered 
necessary  to  protect  the  frontiers  and  without  it  many  settlements 
would  be  abandoned.   I  would  suggest  to  you  the  propriety  of 
ordering  a  large  portion  of  m/  regiment  to  relieve  those  troops. 
I  find  a  very  general  wish  among  the  Officers  and  men  to  continue 
during  the  winter  actively  employed.   Drafting  militia  is  an 
ungrateful  and  invidious  business  and  ought  to  be  resortea  to  only 
when  the  other  forces  cannot  be  obtained.   The  propriety  of  employing 
the  Volunteers  against  the  Indians  cannot  be  questioned,  and  no 
enemy  but  an  Indian  will  ever  make  his  appearance  in  that  part  of 
the  Country.   Once  given  a  man  a  taste  of  a  military  life  and  he 
ever  after  appears  to  be  attached  to  it.   Continue  these  men  in 
service  actively   engaged  ^Si#  to  the  end  of  their  terms  and  my  life  for 
it,  nearly  all  of  then-  will  renew  their  engagements  for  another 
period.   Sho  Id  this  plan  be  adopted,  a  supply  of  muskets  will  be 
very  necessary,  but  if  they  cannot  be  supplied  perhaps  rifles  may  be 
here  procured.

I  have  since  my  return  made  particular  enquiry  into  the  present 
situation  and  future  aspect  of  affairs  in  this  Country.   Sorry  I  am 
to  be  compelled  to  say,  they  by  no  means  appear  so  favourable  as  I 
could  wish.   I  much  doubt  if  anything  is  to  be  expected  this  fall. 
You  may  rely  upon  it,  the  militia  are  not  to  be  depended  for  an 
offensive  campaign,   I  really  cannot  describe  to  you  the  kind  of 
field  officers  in  the  Regiment  from  this  Di  ision.  t,\en   witl^out 
energy  talents  or  weight  of  character.   I  am  informed  by  persons 
from  the  Camp,  that  a  ppirit  of  insubordination  is  universally 
prevalent.  With  such  officers  and  troops  in  such  a  situation  Harrison 
can  ef  feet  I  i  tt le. 

I  am  well  convinced  the  drafted  militia  will  never  cross  the 
Detroit  River.   Such  is  the  general  opihion  a#  species  of  force 
must  be  resorted  to  whose  voluntary  engagements  will  compel  them 
to  march  to  any  point  where  ordered.   I  think  with  proper  officers, 
proper  exertions  and  a  small  alteration  of  the  law,  some  Regiments 
of  Volunteers  could  be  raised  in  this  state  composed  of  the  best 
young  men  in  it.   Should  it  be  deemed  necessary  to  raise  them,  1 
shall  be  happy  to  render  any  service  in  my  power  to  promote  the 
object. 

Since  the  militia  have  been  drafted   the  recruiting  business  has 
wholly  ceased.  Such  large  sums  are  given  for  substitutes,  that  the

bounty  held  out  by  Government  is  no  inducement  to  inlist.   Rely  upon 
it  that  drafting  must  be  abandoned  for  some  species  of  voluntary 
engagement.

vouchers  as  I  deemd  i ndispensible  and  the  want  ot  instructions  as  to 
tbe  propriety  of  obeying  the  requisitions  of  His  Excellency  GenI 
Gibson  atting  Governor  of  the  Territory.  Having  supposed  the 
Terr i for iai  Troops  under  command  of  GenI.  Hopkins  as  soon  as  brought 
into  the  field.   I  supplied  them  with  everything  required  by  the 
commandants  of  Regts.  in  the  absence  of  the  GenI.  and  acquainted 
the  GenI  therewith,  who  directed  me  not  to  disburse  any  monies 
drawn  by  him  except  by  his  special  order.  Having  communicated  this  to 
GenI.  Gibson  he  said  unless  1  continued  to  furnish  supplies  for  his 
Troops  he  should  appoint  another  person  and  draw  for  funds.  Thus  Sir 
I  it^eM"  s™  intirely  iKrafofned  as  to  i  he  iHi^J^iHf§iHI"  course  he  persued, 
and  hope  you  will  see  the  necessity  of  laying  down  a  general  system 
for  my  government,  and  in  case  roy  appointment  should  be  Confirmed, 
that  you  will  have  the  goodness  to  cause  the  ^HHi^^i-if   necessary 


forms  for  the  exhibition  of  my  accounts  to  be  forv/arded  to  me  as  soon 
as  convenient  and  should  my  office  be  of  any  duration,  that  I  may  have 
at  least  two  assistants  appointed,  in  as  much  as  I  find  it  impossible 
to  perform  the  duties  injoined  on  me  by  Gonl .  Hopkins  of  Purchasing 
commissary  without  some  aid,  and  There  is  no  officer  of  the  I  ine 
Stationed  in  either  of  the  Territories,  from  whom  I  could  recieve  any 
assistance,  except  Lt  Thos.  Richardson  who  cannot  be  spared  from  the 
command  of  Fort  Knox,  and  the  Act[?]  creating  the  Quarter  Masters 
department  precludes  an  appointment  out  of  the  line.   I  have  also 
to  request  some  instructions  as  to  the  manner  of  exhibiting  my 
accounts  for  the  purchase  of  provisions,  which  have  been  tolerably 
extensive  and  I  am  apprehensive  must  continue  as  the  contravtor  is  not 
calculated  to  procure  upon  an  extended  scale  having  been  brought  up'. 
to  trading  in  a  small  way  with  Indians  (and  calculated  to  lay  in 
his  supplies  for  goods  at  double  price,  which  aded  to  the  persons  whom  ■ 
he  has  in  his  iraploymeent,  who  have  entirely  forfeited  all  confidence 
reposed  in  them  by  the  army  and  citizens  from  a  bel  ief  that  they  are 
inimical  to  the  government  that  it  is  wi th  di f f icu I ty  they  can  make  ■  ; 
purchases  of  any  discr  ipt  ions.  \     V-  .- 

Genl.  Gibson  requests  1  sho  Id  Join  him  in  requesting  the 
removal  of  Fort  Knox  to  this  place  which  if  •  may  be  perm  it te  to 
hazzard  an  opinion  is  not  in  its  present  situation  calculated  to 
render  any  assistance  to  the  Town  or  country;  being  situated  three 
and  a  half  miles  from  Town  unconnected  with  any  settleir.ent  nearer  than 
Vincennes  and  so  constructed  as  to  form  no  barier  against  an  enemy. 
the  soldiers  Huts  which  are  made  of  small  logs  erected[?]  *a  a  rough 
manner  with  clabboards  and  only  about  seven  feet  in  height  forming 
a  part  of  the  curtain  and  unsupported  by  Block  Houees  and  the  space 
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enclosed  large  enough\  for  the  defence  of  a  Regt.  Yet  having  materials 
enough  if  properly  put  together  to  form  a  tolerable  good  Garrison, 
and  to  this  Sir  a  place  of  security  for  the  public  Stores  in  Town 
is  very  essential,  and  I  conclave  the  citizens  In  eminent  danger  of 
being  murdered  as  soon  as  the  Troops  are  gone  from  the  Town,  1  have

I  also  herewith  transmit  you  the  Cor.y  ol"  a  letter  froni  that,  Gentleman 
to  myself  —  in  vfhich  he  details  the  very  pleasing   iniormation  of  the 
Destruction  of  One  of  the  Kickapoos  To^vns  on  the  Illinois  river;  And  to 
which,   I  beg  leave  to  refer  i^Hi^M  you. 

Genl.  Hopkins  in  his  Letter  to  me  Dax,ed  Tort  Harrison,   Nov,   8th" 
states  that  he  intended  starting  immediately,  up  the  Wabash  —  That  he 
had  been  delayed  in  c>-nsequence  of  the  great  quantities  of  Rain  which  had 
fallen  in  that  quarter  —  and  that  he  was  fearful  his  movements  v-'ouid  be 
much  retarded  in  consequence  of  the  height  of  the  Vi'aters, 

It  pains  me  to  give  the  disagreeable  nev/s  of  the  Uurder  of  owo  more 
of  our  Citizens  —  In  the  settlements  on  Driftwood  on  the  29.   Lito.  a  Mr. 
Buskirk  was  killed,   ana  on  the  31st.  a  MH  Mr,  Sturgeon;  and  what  is 

80iJi§thiiig  unQeitisen,  the  Indiana  did  net  scalp  them. 

In  my  first  Letter  to  you  upon  the  subject  of  ti^e  removal  of  Fort 
Knox,  I  mentioned  the  thing  as  having  been  recommended  by  Go  emor 
Harrison  and  Colo.  Miller.  I  have  just  now  been  inl'ormed  by  the  acting 
qviarter  Master  at  this  place,  that  he  does  not  conceive  the  U.S.  property 
in  Safety  in  any  place  he  can  procure  in  Vincennes,  and  that  its  extremely 
inconvenient  for  him  to  attend  at  Fort  Knox;  wherefore  he  requested  of  me, 
the  removal  of  Fort  Knox,  or  that  I  should  recommend  the  measure  to  you: 
Suffer  me  therefore,  to  give  you  my  opinion  that  the  removal  of  the 
Gairison  from  Fort  Knox  to  Vincennes,  under  the  direction  of  Such  person 
as  you  may  think  proper  to  appoint,  will  be  a  measure  much  conducive  to 
a  tranquilization  of  the  minds  of  the  Citizens  here  and  be  a  consiuerable 
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Saving  to  the  United  States.  In  its  present  Scite  &  state  it  cannot 
afford  the  least  cover  or  relief  to  the  country,

In  my  Letter  Sir,  I  requested  that  another  draft  from  the 
Treasurer  mijiht  be  sent  me  as  soon  as  convenient  —  I  am 
more  particular  on  the  score  at  present  as  our  P.anks  have  refused  .rriving 
ffash  for  eastern  Bills.  Ly   funds  are  nov/  reduced,  and  Yjt,   Y-'addle  my 
agent  at  Chilicothy  is  drawing  upon  me  \ieekly   for  the  purchases  he  Liai-ces 
&  for  disbursements  on  accoimt  of  transportation  &  other  expences. 
Herewith  Sir,  is  the  copy  of  an  iistimate  of  the  purchases  ^:c  maae  in 
Ohio,  received  last  week  —  this  1   requested,  in  order  that  I  mijht 
provide  for  tne  payments  —  I  have  added  to  the  Estimate  what  has  been 
actually  forwarded  from  this  place  —  besiues  sir,  I  have  expended 
considerable  in  furnishing  the  two.  Brigades  of  Militia  while  in

The  specia  has  not  yet  arriv'd;  &  altho  it  is  near 
at  hand,    it  will  not  be  in,    in  time  to  meet  a  demand  that  v;ill  be  made  me 
tomorrow  for  a  Contingent  fund  for  the  Detachment  of  Yifa;^gons  that  will  move 
the  next  day,  with  ordncince  ^  stores  for  the  i^orth  western  Army;  nor,   can 
any  oificer  of  tiiis  institution  inform  me  whether  I  could  be  accora.-ao dated 
iirmediately  after  its  arrival.     The  P«  M.   Company  has  kept  its  promise;  & 
generously  advanc'd  me  thirty  four  thousana  dollars,   over  iSc  at,ove  its

I  have  had  the   holier  to  receive  your  favor  of  the   lUth  instant. 

The  wagons,   loaded  with  specie,   arrived  here  on  the  l^th  andj^ 
yesterday  '^r'S'r,  this  place  for  Cincinnati,  with  Genl.   Findlay,   arid  ijieucs, 
Henshcv  and  7  ^^xuyed  the  latter  '-'entleman  to  assist  in  poloting  the 

Boat  down  the  river  —  especially  as  the  water  vms  rather  low,  and  as  no 
good  pilot  was  to  be  had. 

All  my  carriages  and  fixed  ammunition  are  now  ready  to  i.:ove  —  and 
they  will  elave  this  to-morrow,    if  the 'very  heavy  rain,  v/hich  is  now 
falling,  with  permit.     The  number  of  teaiiis  will  De  upwards  of  sixty.     They 
will  be  under  the  charge  of  GaptainGratiot  —  and  Capt.  V/heaton  v/ill 
supply  theia  with  forage  on  the  route.     As  the  Cannoo  #^2^#  are  now  vri.th 
Genl  Harris  n  —  and  as  part  o  f  our  heavy  stores  liave  been  sent   by  v^ater 
to  the  mouth  of  the  Scioto,    the  teams  will  be  light  loaded  —  of  course 
they  will  soon  join  ^h6  army  at  iviansf ield,   15^  miles  from  this  place. 
Capt  Gratiot  has  labored  with  me  in  preparmg  every  thing,    and  is  acquainted 
with  every  article,   and  its  uses.      I  hope  it  vdll  de  believed,    that  every 
things  has  bee.i  done  by  me,  which  it  was  in  the  power  of  any  one  rian  to  do. 
I  will  soon  enclose  you  an   Invoice  of  the   several  articles   I  have  furnished. 

As  yet  I  have  only  partially  settled  up  accounts  —  indeed  I  have 
found  it  extremely  difficult  to  procure  money  on  Drafts  —  the  fact  is, 
that  the  two  Banks  in  this  place  have  been  completely  drained.     As  I  have 
not  received  my  outstanding  accoimts,   I  am  unable  to  ascertain  their 
aggregate  amount  —  but  I  have  drawn  on  the  Dept,   of  war  in  favor  of 
Stephen  Earlow,  for  5*000  Dollars,  which  I  hope    will  be  sufficiei:it  to  pay 
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the  dQniands  against  me.  If  there  be  any  sui^plus,  I  vdll  pay  io  over  do 
Lt.  Johnson,  and  take  the  necessary  receipts, 

I  somewhat  regret  the  necessity,  which  obliges  me  to  join  the  iiorth- 
western  army  —  because  I  shall  have  to  act  almost  vrholly  v/ith  I'ilitia,  in 
whom  I  have  no  confidence  —  because  I  doubt  v/hether  my  constxtu  ion  v/ill 
not  sink  under  the  fatigues  of  a  vri.ni.er  campaign  in  the  wilderness  —  and, 
principally  because  the  v^hole  of  my  baggage  is  now  in  V/ashinrton  City,  I 
have  written  to  have  it  sent  on  ivith  all  possible  dispatch  —  ana  hope,  that 
I  may  be  permitted  to  remain  here  till  its  arrival.   I  brought  vfith  me  a 
scanty  supply  of  summer  clothing,  only,  and  am,  therefore,  almost  destitute. 
I  shall  be  ready  to  overtaice  the  army  before  it  reaches  Detroit  —  for  it 
seems  to  be  agreed,  that  the  teams  attacned  to  the  army  cannot  pass  the 
svfaiaps  till  after  some  severe  frosts  —  perhaps  in  January. 

I  am  av:are,  that  Genl.  Harrison  has  not  wioh  him  a  single  artillery 
officer  or  soldier  of  the  regular  army  —  it  vrill  be  in  vain  to  maxe 
artillerists  of  militia  in  so  short  a  period  as  we^  shall  have,  v/ithout 
good  officers  —  and  therefore  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  sug  est  a  remed^y. 
Lieut,  Craig  ini'orms  me,  that  the  three  Companies  of  Col.  Izard's  xiegimcnt, 
nov;  in  I-hiladelphia,  are  nearly  completed.  If  Goi,  Izard  was  direc  .eo.  to 
form  a  full  GomiJany  for  Captain  Kindman,  I  am  persuaded  it  v/ould  be  able  to 
overtake  Genl.  Harrison  in  season  to  act  at  Detroit,  or  in  Upper  Canada. 
Sho:ild  any  men  be  sent  from  Philadelphia,  p^iinit  me  to  request  to  have 
sent  out  by  "ohem  about  $0   or  an  100  Dozen  of  post  fires  [?].  I  have  not 
had  the  means  of  malcing  them  here  —  and  depend  ivholly  on  slow  luatch, 

iieut.  Craig,  who  guarded  out  the  specie,  vd.L;hes  to  join  me,  with  the 
lii  men  with  him  —  as  also  Lieuts.  Lavrrence  of  the  22d.  iteginent,  v.ho  is 
waiting  here  for  orders.  They  are  both  entei-prising  young  men  —  the  latter 
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is  grandson  to  Gonl.  St.  Clair.  Captain  Shoals  of  the  2d.  --.giii.ent  of 
Art  llery,  is  on  the  recruiting:  service  at  Seever  —  but  I  believe  he 
haa  obtaiiied  >  nly  ono  man.  '^a  lone  as  the  '-ilitia  are  kept  in  the  field, 
few  or  no  recruits  can  be  obtaiJied,  in  this  quarter,  for  the  regular  aiTiiy. 

As  i  have  mounued  the  five  Id's,  as  contemplated,  for  Genx.  ^'arrison  — 
v^hat  is  to  be  done  T;-ith  the  other  fifteen.   I  have  procured  most  of  the 
timber,  and  the  wheels  are  new  mailing  at  a  stinuiited  price.  As  the 
Artificers  at  this  place  will  not  abandon  their  custoir.ors  to  v/ork  for  the 
public,  1  cannot  hope,  that  these  carriages  will  be  completed,  before 
the  spring.   Eesiues,  fixed  ammunition  .of  every  kind,  slow  match,  tubes 
&lc»   ought  to  be  prepared  for  them,  iiieut,  "o^son  is  totally  ignorant  of 
every  part  of  this  business.  The  only  persou  lie  re  capable  of  it,  is 
Major  Isaac  Craig  —  and  I  presume  he  vrould  engage  to  superintend  the 
work  till  finished.  If  these  Carriages  should  be  wanted  in  the  spring,  a 
suspension  of  tlm  work  would  be  extremely  hazardous. 

As  it  becomes  expedient  to  resign  my  appointment  of  D.  Q.i.I.  I  beg,  that 
this  resignation  nay  be  accepted  to  take  effect,  il  agreeable,  on  tne  first 
of  next  month.  In  the  mean  time  I  shall  prepare  my  accounts,  ana  transmit 
them  for  settlement,

Yours  of  the  21st  Inst  is  received:  I  am  sorry  to  iniorm  your 
Excellency  that  the  17th  Regiment  is  still  without  w  'nter  clothing,  and 
that  their  summer  dresses  are  in  rags;  most  of  them  without  shoes  to  their 
feet:  notwithstanding  in  high  spirits,  and  atucious  to  advance.   I  hope 
Sir,  you  will  do  me  the  Justice  to  believe,  that  the  detention  of  this  wing 
of  the  N.W.  army  in  the  neighboiirhood  of  this  place,  for  more  than  forty 
days,  has  been  owing  to  causes  not  vfithin  my  controul. 

I  moved  the  arny  to  this  place,  for  the  conveniience  of  firewood,  and 
dry  land  to  encamp  upon.  At  the  Fort,  tv/enty  odd  teams  were  employed  in 
haling  fuel  —  and  they  became  so  v;eak,  that  I  found  it  necessarj'-  to  send  them 
to  the  settlement  to  recruit.  Horses  cannot  live  here  at  this  season  of 
the  year  witliout  forage j  and  I  have  not  had  a  bushel  for  ther.i,  since  the 
Army  left  ^ort  Wayne, 

Mr.  V/^illiam  0.  Butler,  lately  appointed  Ensign  in  the  Second  United 
States  Regiment,  is  now  here,  and  hath  requested  me  to  solicit  your  Excellency 
to  annex  him  to  the  17th.  Regiment,  if  there  is  a  vacancy;  and  at  any  rate 
he  is  very  desirous  to  remain  with  this  army,  during  the  winter—  He  is  a 
young  Gentleman  of  cleavemess,  and  I  am  persuaded  will  make  a  good  officer. 

A  small  acout  just  returned  from  the  Rapids,  report,  that  to  ti:ie  best 
oj  their  judgment,  from  the  magnitude  of  the  camp,  which  they  viewed  in  the 
night,  there  are  at  that  place  seven  or  eight  hundred  Indians,  and  a  fevj- 
British  —  There  spies  are  about  every  day,  watching  our  motions,  and 
are  frequently  seen  —  altho'  latterly,  without  effect  on  either  siae  —  ,

It  is  left  to  yourself  to  determine  upon  your 
route  to  iaississiniway  after  your  arrival  at  Eaton  ana  your  decision 
will  be  governed  by  the  best  inforroation  y^u  receive  from  Conner  ana  Oohers 
whom  you  may  consult.     The  route  by  Greenville . is  to  be  pref ereu  on  account 
of  its  being  more  distaat  from  the  Delaware  Tovms  which  I  wish  you  by  ail 
means   to  avoid.  The  Delawares  have  been  directed  to  leave  their  Tovms  and 
retire  to  the  Shawanoe  Establishment  on  the  Auglaize  River  their  route  to  the 
latter  place  theftris  a  probability  of  your  falldng  in  with  them,     this  v/ould 
be  unfortunate  as  the  faith  of  the  Government  has  been  pledged  for  their 
Safety.

would  be  extreamly  gratifying  to  me  and  no  doubt  to  the  President,   the  same 
remarlc  will  also  apply  to  the  sons  and  brothers  of  the  little  '-^'urtle  who 
continued  to  his  last  moment  the  warm  friend  of  the  U,  States  anu  who  in  the 
course  of  his  life  rendered  them  many  impo.tant  services,     you  ovm 
charector  as  a  Soldier  and  that  of  the  troops  yoy  Command  is  a  sure 
Guarintee  of  the  safety  of  the  women  &  children  they  will  be  taken  hov/ever 
and  conducted  to  the  settlement. 

Your  Order  of  March  will  be  such  as  to  form  vri.th  facility  an  order  of 
Battle  to  meet  an  attack  in  front  flank  or  rear  a  principal  object  of  your 
attention  is  the  service  of  the  Guards  a  duty  that  is  generally  worse  attended 
to  than  any  other  in  our  amy  the  utmost  vigilance  hovfever  of  your  guard 
will  not  afford  you  perfect  security  your  men  must  at  all  times  be  kept  reajiy 
for  Action  by  day  as  well  as  by  Night,  when  you  advance  into  the  enemys 
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coiintiy  all  your  men  must  be  made  to  lie  upon  their  arras  ana  vath  their 
accoutrements  on  Tlie  post  of  each  Corps  must  also  be  perticularly 
ascertained  each  night  under  every  contingency  that  may  happen  the  rapid 
movement  which  vail  be  necessary  to  ensure  the  sUj^prize  of  the  enemy  v/lll 
prevent  your  making  an  entire  Fortilication  round  your  Camp  but.  in 
dangerous  Situations  it  should  be  done  ana  each  night  the  guards  should  be 
placed  in  small  square  redoubts  built  of  logs  which  can  be  constructed  in  a 
fevf  moments. 

Your  marches  should  be  so  arragned  as  to  get  near  the  lovm  and 
acertain  the  situation  of  the  enemy  at  night  and  the  greater  the  distance 
you  encamp  the  night  before  you  reach  the  town  the  less  will  be  the  pro- 
bability of  your  being  discovered  in  other  words  tne  last  days  march  mu.t 
be  a  forced  one. 

The  MiGsissiniway  Villages  are  scattered  for  three  or  four  miles  Should 
your  approach  be  undiscovered  it  will  be  neceiisary  to  divide  your  force  so  as 
to  make  a  Simwltanious  attack  upon  all  the  principal  ones  at  least  this 
will  however  be  dangerous  if  the  enemy  sho'oid  be  collected  or  have  time  to' 
Collect  after  you  are  discovered.  The  -iOstillities  which  have  been  actually 
Committed ' upon  us  by  the  Miamies  justify  our  considering  them  as  enemies. 
They  would  not  however  be  attacked  at  this  time  but  for  the  facility  vadch 
their  Towns  afiords  to  the  other  tribes  to  attack  our  Settlements  &  the  convoys 
of  the  left  wing  of  the  Army.  The  whole  of  the  provisions  must  therefore 
be  distroyed  and  the  tovms  burned.  Should  the  Indians  aiscover 
you  and  leave  the  To^vns  ana  shovild  you  not  be  able  to  come  up  with  Lhem  but 
should  by  the  capture  of  a  women  or  old  man  have  an  opportunity  of  sending 
a  message  to  them  you  will  please  to  do  so  —  informing  them  that  if  they 
will  send  in  six  of  their  principal  Chiefs  as  hostages  to  perform  such  terms 
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as  the  Cjovermt,  may  impose  upon  the  ve  vd.ll  cease  to  ai.oy  thera  there  are 
probably  some  vAiite  men  at  IJississiniviray  but  I  am  -uncertain  v^hether  they  are 
Citizens  of  the  u.

I  replied  to  your  former  note  by  the  subsequent  l.ail   I  iccr?e  i.y^-^  ' 
this  morning  waited  on  the  Directors,  individually,  to  kna.v  their  mind  in 
relation  to  your  last  Communication.  They  are  of  opinion  tlriat  until  such 
time  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  sliall  consent  to  receive  your 
draughts  in  payment  of  Treasury  Notes,  (of  which  a  considerable  nujaber 
have  been  forv;arded)  they  cannot  be  received.  Vifere  v/e,  on  any  other  terms, 
to  receive  your  draughts  and  issue  our  ovai  noste,  vie  might  endanger  the 
Stability  of  our  Bank.  The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  has  lately  for- 
warded Six  hundred  thousand  dollars,  in  Specie,  to  be  equally  dis- 
tributed between  the  -t'ittsburgh,  the  Cincinnati  and  tlie  ^'entucky  Banks; 
which  establishes  a  firm  barrier  against  any  attempts  that  might  be 
made  upon  them:  V/hhilst  v.-e,  in  the  mean  time,  are  left  to  struggle, 
against  every  assault,  in  our  own  strength.  Odd  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
in  Treasury  Notes,  are  received  here;  but  they  afford  no  Security  to  issue 
upon,  and  besides  they  are  designed  for  a  special  purpose:  So  that,  unless 
directed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  we  cannot  apply  them  to 
draughts  on  the  Secretary  of  War.  I  presume,  upon  your  representation 
of  this  matter  to  Mr.  Gallatin,  it  might  be  so  ordered  as  tc  enable  our 
Bank  to  accommodate  your  demands.  You  vd.ll  observe  that,  as  these  Notes 
are  only  receiaable  at  the  Treasury  at  the  termination  of  twelve  Lionths 
after  they  are  issued,  they  cannot,  of  course,  be  very  advantagious  to 
banking  institutions,

Llorrsion  refuses  to 
Pay  any  arerages  of  services  of  Tea-ns  forthe  Transportation  of  the  first 
detachment  under  Command  of  Brigadier  Genl.  Payne.  In  this  business  my 
assistants  had  to  continue  until  about  the  beginning  of  this  Month  as  Colo 
Morrison  sent  on  no  agent  to  that  Y/ing  of  the  Aimy  to  v/it  the  left  till  about 
that  time. 

J  shall  continue  to  do  every  thing  in  my  Power  for  the  good  of  my 
country  not  withstanding  I  am  a  prisoner  of  V/ar, 

I  am  still  acting  as  Pay  Master  not  only  to  this  state  but  to  Ohio  as 
I  have  beared  notliing  of  the  returns  of  lassac  Hunt  agt.  of  Cincinnati  v;ho 
was  appointed  some  time  since  —

Sir, 

As   I  aa  well  avmre  of    Uie   dirriciilty  aiid  oxpense  oT  transporting  Army 
supplies  over  lana  to  tte  neighborhood  of  Dotro  t,    I  have  turned  my - 
attention  to  the  means  of  lessening  both,     I  have  c  nsulted  several  in- 
telligent men,  Yfho  live  on  the  frontiers  of  Ohio,    (some  of  whom  served 
under  Generals  Harmar  and  IVayne)   ana  they  all  concur  in  the  plan  I  am 
about  to  sugf/est  for  your  comsideration. 

The  plan  is  —  to  forward  all  aupplies  byway  of  the   tv;o  i.iiamies,    and 
their  waters.     It  is  about  liiO  miles,   by  v/ay  of  the  Liiaxni  of  the  Ohio,   to 
what  is     called  Loramie's  station  —  thence  over  the  portage  to  the  St. 
Llary's   is  10  miles  —  thence  down  the  St.  Mary's,   by  v;ay  of  Fort  V/ayne,   to 
the  Rapids  in  the  Lliami  of  tiie  i^akes,    is  about  180  miles.     These  Rivers 
afford  a  good  boat  navigation  from,  about  --arch  to   June;    and  during  most 
of  tnis  period,    the  greater  part  of  the  Country  on  eaci:  side  of  t.he  St.  ^I'.ary's 
and  the  niiami  of  the  Lakes,  particularly  the  latter,    is  inundated  iSor  10  or 
13',amd  in  some  instances  30  miles;   so   that  "ooats  navigating  these  vfaters  are 
not  exposed  to  the  atuacks  of  the  -'•ndians;    small  escorts  vjovJ.d  ensure  their 
safety. 

Five  men  are  sul'ficient  on  these  waters  to  manage  a  boat,    carrying 
from  6o  to  So  Barrels  of  flour.     Genl.  ViTayne  at  first,   as   I  am  informed, 
attempted  to  transport  his  supplies  over  land  —  but.  found  it  impracticable. 
He  therefore  resorted  to  the  mode  I  have  pointed  out,   and  obtained  his 
supplies  v/ith  facility,   and  v/ith  very  little  expense  to  the  Government. 

To  carry  this  plan  into  effect,   it  would  be  necessary  to  hire  or 
purchase  a  suitable  number  of  keel  boats,   ana  cause  them  to  assemble  at 
Cincinnati,  or  Neivport  —  to  build  one  or  two  strong  block  houses  on  the 
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portage,   where  there  ought  also  to  be  a  nuraber  of  good  teeims   to   transport,^  the 
supplies  to  the  St,   Llary's.      Boats  likewise  may  be  easily  transported 
over  the  portage,   or  they  may  built  on  the  i'dami  of  the  -^akes,   or  ios  viators. 
Perhaps  the  first  mode   is  the  best. 

I  hope  these  remarks  are  of  sul'ficient  ii.iportance  to  pardon  intrusion  — 
and  am.

We  are  considerably  herrassed  by  the  indians  in  this  quarter  — 
two  nights  ago  a  party  attacked  a  fort  on  Shoal  creek  into  which  I  had 
but  the  day  before  throv/n  a  reinforcement  they  attempted  to  tear  down 
the  picketss  wounded  two  of  our  men  stole  eight  horses  and  retreated 
Several  other  parties  have  made  their  appearance  within  a  few  miles  of 
this  place  and  are  now  hotly  pursued  by  detachments  of  mounted  riflemen. 
Large  numbers  are  embodied  within  a  aaysride  of  this  place.  The  Illinois 
is  now  and  always^  has  been  as  dangerous  ^^1!^=^   a  point  as  the  Wabash  and 
yet  while  there  are  more  men  in  that  quarter  than  can  be  advantag iousi y  employed 
not  a  single  man  from  Kentucky  has  arrived  to  our  assistance. 

I  have  hcd  to  dipend  wholly  on  the  local  militia  and  the  volunteer 
companies  which  1  never  had  influence  enough  to  raise,  the  latter 
are  mounted  and  are  kept  constantly  ranging  —  But  their  spirit  is  a  q- od 
deal  broken,  having  had  to  lead  thejf'  life  of  savages,  by  being  almost 
constantly  in  the  woods  and  neither  they  nor  Capt  Whiteside  company  of 
rangers  having  as  yet  received  a  cent  of  pay.

Should  it  meet  your  approbation  and  succeed  in  the  execution,  as 
I  confidant  I y  trust  it  will,  a  Corps  will  be  organized  adequate  to 
every  service,  which  can  reasonably  be  expected  from  them.

[Ed.   The  plan  is  outlined  as  follows:] 

Events, which  have  transpired  during  the  course  of  this  war, 
satisfactorily  prove  the  little  dependence  which  is  to  be  placed 
upon  the  ^ilitia,  commissioned  by  the  authority  and  organized  under 
the  laws  of  the  different  states,  for  a  farther  and  vigorous 
prosecution  of  it.  Their  Constitution  appears  to  be  at  variance 
with  military  subordination.  When  their  service  is  required  to  pass 
the  frontiers  of  the  Country,  the  factions  are  ever  ready  by 
appealing  to  their  constitutional  rights  to  gratify  the  fears  of  the 
times  and  the  resentments  of  the  discontented.   They  are  necessarily 
more  expensive  than  any  other  species  of  force.   From  the  want  of 
care  incident  upon  new  servicej  the  injury  and  destruction  of 
publick  property  is  great.  The  time  between  their  being  called  out 
and  their  arrival  at  the  general  rendezvous  is  lost  to  the  publick, 
for  payment  to  the  new  troops  is  begun  before  it  is  discontinued  to 
the  old. 


////'' 
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The  term  of  service  of  the  A\i|itia  now  in  the  service  of  the 
United  States  from  this  State  will  expire  about  the  middle  of 
February  next.   They  must  then  be  relieved  by  another  draft  or  by  the 
employment  of  some  other  description  of  fopee.   Drafting  should  only 
be  resorted  to,  when  every  other  ^iff^M^'f   mode  of  raising  toops  has 
proved  abortive.   It  is  disagreable  to  the  Government  and  disgusting 
to  the  People.   It  serves  to  raise  a  spirit  of  discontent,  and 
puts  a  total  stop  to  all  recruiting.   The  sums  which  are  offer[ed] 
to  procure  substitutes  far  exceed  all  inducement,  which  is  or  can  be 
held  out  for  recruiting.   But  the  considerati  ns  connected  with  this 
subject  are  so  obvious  as  not  to  require  recapitulation. 

The  only  way  entirely  to  avoid  these  difficulties  is  by  proper 
encouragement  to  procure  Volunteers  from  among  the  hardy  and 
substantial  yeomanry  of  our  Country.   To  effect  this  object,  I 
submit  the  following  plan,  which  I  am  convinced  will  organize  a  force 
respectable  for  its  character  and  numbers,  within  the  State  of  Ohio. 
I*  Let  a  Brigadier  General  of  Volunteers  be  appointed  by  the  President. 

2.  Let  four  Colonels  be  appointed,  one.  in  each  of  the  four  Divisions, 

into  which  this  state  is  divided. 

3.  Let  two  Majors  be  appointed  in  each  of  these  Divisions. 

h»      Let  all  these  appointments  be  made  immediately  and  orders  given 
to  the  B.  General  to  proceed  to  raise  the  men. 

5.   I  perceive  the  pay  of  the  soldiers  will  probably  be  raised  to  eight 
dollars  per  month,  and  1  presume  the  different  species  of  troops 
will  receive  the  same  monthly  compensation.   In  addition  to  which 
the  sums  allowed  to  the  Volunteers  for  clothing  ought  to  be  at 
least  fifty  dollars,  and  this  will  scarcely  be  adequate  to  purchase 
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at  retail  their  yearly  clothing.   Or.'_  half  of  this  sura  ought  to 
be  paid  at  the  titre  they  sign  their  engagements,  and  the  other 
half  on  their  arrival  at  the  regimental  Rendezvous.   It  may  be 
assumed  as  an  indisputable  principle,  that  a  smaller  sum  paid 
immediately  operates  as  a  much  greater  inducement  upon  men  to 
engage  in  any  service  than  larger  furture  rewards.      Another 
leading  principle  ought  not  to  be  lost  sight  of.   All  offers  - 
held  out  either  to  the  patriotism  or  enterprize  of  men  should 
be  certain  and  fixed.   If  left  indefinite  they  will  be  increased 
by  the  desire  of  the  officer  to  procure  recruits  and  by  the  hopes 
and  credulity  of  the  men  engaged.  Vi/hen  disappointment  succeeds 
this  expectation,  they  become  uneasy  and  discontented,  attributing 
the  failure  to  the  ill  faith  of  the  Government,  and  too  easily 
disposed  to  believe  that  their  engagement  has  ceased  with  the 
disappointment  of  their  expectations. 
6.   Let  the  Company  officers  be  elected  by  the  privates  and 

commissioned  by  the  President, 
7„   Let  a  Regiment  of  600  men  divided  into  ten  Companies  of  60  men 
each,  be  raised  in  each  of  the  Divisions  before  mentioned.  A 
new  corps  thus  organized  requires  a  greater  number  of  Officers 
to  ensure  discipline  and  subordination  than  a  corps  already 
raised  and  accustomed  to  the  routine  of  duty. 
To  ensure  success  a  vigorous  prosecution  of  the  plan  is 
necessary.   It  will  be  advisable,  that  the  different  Regiments  of 
'"ilitia  in  the  State  should  be  successively  mustered,  for  the  purpose 
of  making  an  effectual  appeal  to  the  spirit  and  enterprize  of  the 
men  composing  them.  Men  tender  their  services  much  more  readily 
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together  than  seperately.   Numbers  excite  emulation  and  the  price  of 
one  compels  him  to  imitate  the  patriotism  of  another.   But  this 
is  only  to  be  effected  by  an  arrangement  with  the  Governor.   It 
would  be  very  desirable,  that  the  appointment  of  the  General  and 
Field  officers  should  be  made  immediately,  in  order  that  the  business 
shoulG  be  commenced  before  the  men  under  Gen.  Tupper  and  those  under 
Gen.  Perkins  are#  discharged.  Proper  Officers  sent  to  their  camps 
would  procure  the  voluntary  engagement  of  a  considerable  proportion 
of  tte  force  now  in  service. 

Troops  of  this  description  enter  the  service  with  much  more 
alacrity  and  endeavour  to  discharge  their  duty  with  much  more  zeal, 
than  men  reluctantly  dragged  from  their  homes  by  a  draft.   The 
discipline  and  subordination  of  those  under  Gen.  Hull  would  bear  no 
mean  comparison  with  the  regular  troops.  They  wereipjf   certainly 
composed  of  much  better  materials  than  any  regular  Corps  can  be. 
There  is  with  volunteer  corps  no  question  about  passing  the  boundaries 
of  the  Union.  Y/herever  the  standard  of  their  Country  is  raised,  if 
ordered  they  are  ready  to  follow. 

The  love  of  a  military  life  is  easily  acquired,  and  the  customs 
of  Camp  are  not  soon  forgotten.   The  volunteer  troops  surrendered  at 
Detroit  are  all  anxious  to  return.   They  await  only  a  signal  from  the 
Government  to  gratify  their  i  dividual  feelings  and  to  avenge  the 
cause  of  their  Country.   This  example  shews  how  easy  it  is  to 
reengage  men  in  a  service,  where  the  pay  is  prompt  and  the  treatment 
good.   Nearly  all  tbe  men  who  volunteer  under  this  plan  might 
doubtless  be  induced  at  the  expiration  of  their  term  again  to  tender 
their  services,  should  circumstances  then  render  their  services

necessary.  As  no  bounty  is  given,  this  would  occasion  no  additional 
expense. 

I  perceive  on  reexamination,  that  it  may  possibly  be  supposed, 
that  this  place  is  founded  upon  the  idea  of  engaging  those  Volunteers, 
who  were  surrendered  at  Detroit.   But  it  proceeds  upon  the  expectation 
of  procuring  new  men,  which  I  am  convinced  by  proper  exertions 
judiciously  directed  may  easily  be  effected.

I  found  no  quarters  B-ither  in  or  outside  of  the  Garrison  \intil  I 
constrained  a  citizen  to  more  out  of  a  wretched  house  which  affords  but  a 
partial  Shelter  for  my  company  tl  at  are  novj-  almost  naked  and  will  certainly 
be  so  in  a  week  or  two  if  not  relieved. 

'■'■'heir  health  is  better  than  I  expected  it  la-ould  have  been  after 
such  a  hard  maroh  as  they  had  to  this  place  they  have  a  great  many  bad  colas, 
there  are  6  on  the  sick  report  this  morning  nona  of  them  are  dangerously 
ill  as  yet. 

I  have  not  yet  heard  from  Joy  that  I  left  on  tiie  road.  I  greatly  fear 
he  is  dead,  if  I  do  not  hear  ###  soon  from  him  I  shall  send  after  him 

Lieut.  Walton  has  been  very  sick  but  is  much  menaed. 

This  is  a  wretched  little  place  i^a^st  falling  into  ruin  and  wiU 
require  much  industry  to  keep  it  in  a  state  fit  for  defence. 

Col.  Floyd  passed  this  place  on  Sunday  last  for  Baton  Rouge  —  it 
was  not  in  his  power  to  inform  us  whether  the  clothing  for  the  2i4.th  was 
in  Kentucky  or  not. 

It  is  saia  that  Genl.  Harrison  approp[r]iates  all  the  clothing  and 
munitions  of  war  that  touches  in  Kentucky  to  the  use  of  his  invincible 
Kentuckians  ii"  so  we  shall  run  some  risk  of  loosing  ours  —  God  forbid  for 
if  he  aoes  we  freeze  to  a  certsiinty. 

Kentucky  is  now  engaged  in  settling  the  Question  beterrn  Hopkins  and 
his  Volunteers.  I  cannot  say  certainly  how  they  will  determine  it.  I 
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think  though  against  Hopkins  as  that  is  the  only  way  Lhey  can  support  their 
military  character

Since  my  arrival  here  I  have  scarcely  had  time  either  to  eat  or 
to  sleep.  The  sums  ol"  money  expended  during  the  motn  alarms  me,  and  urges 
me  press  upon  your  attention  the  necessity  of  making  immediate  provision 
for  the  support  of  tne  North  Western  army  —  as  vrLthout  a  proper  disposition 
of  pecuniary  recoQurces  all  the  efforts  of  the  Coi.oiiander  in  Llhief  will 
prove  fruitless.  The  U00,000  dollars  which  v;ere  deposited  in  the  Kentucky 
and  Miami  Banks  are  nearly  exhausted,  and  unless  those  Institutions 
will  consent  to  make  very  large  advances  the  movements  of  the  ani^y 
must  be  paralyzed  in  another  month.  I  sent  a  draft  for  ^1000  to  Capt. 
Richard  Graham,  who  has  been  for  some  weeks  past  t'M   at  Chilicothe, 
(aiding  in  iorwarding  the  public  stores  from  the  mouth  of  Scioto  to 
Franklinton-)  which  he  was  under  the  necessity  of  selling  to  the  Bank  at 
that  place  at  a  discount  of  2  pet.  Permit  me  Sir,  to  recommend  some 
speedy  arrangement  being  made  wit  the  President  and  Directors  of  that 
institution,  which  w  11  enable  them  to  purchase  my  drafts.  They  think  them- 
selves slighted  —  enclosed  is  a  letter  on  the  subject  —  From  our  proximity 
to  them  their  notes  will  ansvfer  as  well  as  specie. 

Tliere  are  many  important  points  upon  which  I  wish  to  address  you,  but 
am  too  deeply  engaged  at  present  —  I  shall  therefore  only  repeat  that 
without  funds,  abundant  funds,  we  shall  not  pass  the  Rapids  this  winter. 
I  have  long  since  said  that  $1,000,000  would  be  necessary  this  winder  — 
ray  experience  proves  the  correctness  of  ..hat  I  had  anticipated.  Economy 
is  strictly  adhered  to,  but  when  just  demands  are  presented  to  me  it  is 
my  duty  to  discharge  them.  Th  :  public  credit  ought  to  be  supported,  and 
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the  means  deemed  necessary  by  the  Commaxider  in  Chief  and  myself  for  the 
support  of  and  transportation  incident  to  the  amy  should  be  placed  vfithin 
my  power.

I  hope  this  stateraent  may  be  unfounuea;  because  I  should  tremble  for 
the  result,  snoula  that  additional  force  make  an  attack  on  our  Troops  in- 
cumbered with  the  wounded,  and  from  an  accident  having  happened  to  one 
of  the  pack  horses  corssing  a  water  course,  rather  scarce  of  amunition

Our  friend  Col,  Campbell  as  you  will  see,  has  covered  hii  self  v;ith 
Glory,  (to  use  a  french  phrase)  —  I  look  for  him  in  a  day  or  tv/o  on  his  v/ay 
to  upper  Sanausl'cy,  Head  Quarters.  If  the  report  of  Tecumsey  being  vrLthin  12 
■  .-  20  miles  ;7ith  ^  or  6U0  v^arriors  is  true,  I  temble  for  the  result  of 
a. .other  action  —  Uniortunately  in  my  opinion  all  the  Cavalry  vj-ere  arr.'.ed 
with  short  Rifles  inatead  of  Muskets  —  the  latter  -with  Buckshot  Catridges 
is  by  far  the  most  efficient,  especially  at  night  — 

I  have  but  a  momen-c  to  v/rite  ana  to  Congratulate  you  on  this  success 
of  Col  Campbells  —  He  is  an  officer  of  great  promise  —  indeed  he  stands 
pre-eminently  beyona  all  officers  I  have  seen  here  — 

Y/hen  a  little  at  leisure  I  -ivlll  atoenpt  giving  you  some  account  of 
the  many  obstacles  which  have  intervened  to  retard  uhe  army,  from  progressing 
for  the  present  will  barely  remark  that  tne  total  failure  of  Lia/ior  V.Tiite, 
the  Contractor,  ana  tnose  who  have  Leased  under  him  —  have  been  the 
principal  causes   You  are  Uixitary  man  enougii  to  Imov;,  that  no  prudent 
General  ever  advances  far  into  an  Enemies  Country  vathout  having  previously 
provided  for  the  support  of  iiis  Troops  —  Tlie  late  season  of  the  year,  the 
heavy  and  constant  rains  that  have  fallen  the  early  part  of  the  preceding 
month,  and  since,  have  rendered  the  roads  at  all  times  bad  allmost 
impassible.  To  this  may  be  aaded  the  scarcity  of  forage  —  we  are  hawljjig 
in  waggons  from  the  Picaway  plains,  and  from  parunt  Creak  beyona  Chilacothe  L 
carrying  on  pack  iiorses  Com  ana  oats,  which  cost  the  U  States  when  delivered 
hei-e  more  than  one  dollar  per  bushel  —  And  even  at  tnis  late  period  not 
one  half  the  crops  are  housed  —  The  Country  is  new  &  poor  —  ana  the 
Inhabitants  disposed  to  talce  all  advantages  —  A  great  proportion  of  Our 
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transport  ox  tea^.is   —  V.'e  have  experienced  i.iany  obstacles  even  in  getting 
then:  here,  having  been  compelled  to  send  to  Zanesville,  Harietta  &c.  to 
p;archase  them;  those  ordered  from  Kentuclcy  are  only  novi  arriving,  and  from 
having  been  drovo  over  bad  roads,  and  by  hands  or  tearistors  not  accusooir.ed  to 
oxen,  they  arrive  broke  down  ana  incapable  oi  immediate  service.   I  have  sent 
over  the  Countrj'-  in  dii'ferent  directions  to  procure  Black  Sudths  accustomed  to 
shoe  oxon  —  have  ao  length  got  frame  prei^area  and  our  peoplii  are  i.  vr 
closely  engaged  in  shoeing  them  —  Many  of  their  feet  so  much  injured  that 
they  might  be  tracked  by  the  Blood  that  triclcles  from  them  —  Here  there  is 
nothing  to  be  had,  neither  Iron  steel,  nor  even  charcoal  —  \7e  have  a  good 
stock  Doew  preparing,  but  anxious  to  get  our  oxen  shod,  sent  into  the  Country 
and  tho*  tne  Blacksmith  to  whom  we  sent  haa  plenty  the  scoundrel  would  not 
spare  a  bushel.  Tnere  is  less  virtue,  less  patriotism  here  (amongst  the 
Dutch  and  Yankees)  than  in  any  part  of  the  U  States  — 

We  have  fouiia  it  almost  impossible  to  procure  Teamsters  at  any  price  — 
Notwithstanding  all  our  exertions  we  have  nov;-  forty  yoke  of  oxen  for  which 
we  have  not  drivers  —  To  those  Teamsters  ivlip  game  from  Kentjclcy  li/6  &  6/  per 
day  have  been  paid,  even  to  get  the  teams  this  far  — and  even  at  that 
extravagant  price  they  claim  their  discharges  the  moment  they  arrive  —  I 
am  sending  to  VJ'ashington  Country  Marietta  with  a  view  of  engaging  drivers  — 
Tou  vdll  discover  pretty  readily  from  this  statement  that  we  r.ove  on  but 
slowly  —  Notv-ri-thstanding  all  the  efforts  of  the  Commander  in  Chief  —  are  of 
the  feeble  aid  he  has  derived  from  my  personal  exertions  since  vri.th  him  — 

I  am  not  disposed  to  despair,  or  look  at  the  unpromising  siae  of  any 
picture  —  I  know  we  shall  be  able  before  spring  to  retake  Detroit  — 
pernaps  Llalden  —  but  I  have  endeavored  to  impress  on  the  Commander  in 
Chief  the  expediency  and  indeed  necessity  of  first  subduing  the  savages. 
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17ere  their  Towns  distroyed  they  wouldbe  compelled  either  to  sue  for 
peace  Immedia&ely,  or  throw  themselves  on  the  Uritish  at  i.-alaen  for  support. 
The  great  number  oi  1'   ry  r:ava)';eG  would  soon  exhaust  the  scanty  supplies 
of  the  British  at  that  post,  and  so  soon  as  they  found  theniGelves  straitened 
for  provisions,  their  wives  &  Qhildren  in  want  —  our  Troops  in  possession 
01  their  hunting  Coimtry  —  they  would  immediately  charge  the  British  with 
bei  ^  he  sole  cause  of  all  their  misfortiines,  woxUd  becor     u 
ii.iplacable  enemies,  and  would  necessarily  turn  to  Genl.  Harrison  with 
overtures  of  peace  — 

The  expense  of  this  army  (or  rather  three  or  four  armies)  will  ixceed 
allyoiir  cilcalations  and  treble  that  of  the  Secretary  of  V/ar  —  I  bexieve 

yi 

I  would  speak  more  correctly  were  I  to  say  thous andswhe re  he  has  only 
thought  of  hundreds  —  The  four  hvindred  thousand  dollars  sent  out  to  Kentucky 
and  Cincinnati  is  bui,  a  drop  in  the  Bucket  —  a  very  considerable  portion  of 
that  money  had  been  received  by  me  ana  oi.her  agents  of  the  Government 
(from  both  the  before  mentioned  Banks)  before  its  arrival  —  I  mean  that  those 
Ranks  had  made  aavances  in  anticipation  of  the  public  deposit  —  I  have 
before  leaving  Ken'y  stated  ivi  very  positive  terms,  to  the  Secretary  of 
War,  that  it  would  in  my  opinion  require  1^1,000, 000  to  support  this  aimy 
during  the  winter  —  I  am  now  satisfied  that  ray  calculations  are 
under  the  mark;  and  unless  immediate  arrangements  are  made  for  giviiig  me  a 
credit  in  either  the  Chilocothe,  or  Cincinnati  Bank,  our  efforts  will  be 
arreiited  in  less  than  one  month  —  Do  my  Good  Sir,  take  the  trouble  of 
waiting  on  the  Secretary  of  War  immediately,  and  urgen's  the  necessity  of 
sending  on  money  vri-th  all  possible  dispatch  —  It  is  altogether  iiseless  to 
be  sending  out  Treasury  Bills,  they  would  not  answer  any  better  purpose  tlian 
blank  paper  —  A  few  days  since  I  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  V/ar  a  letter 
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n   Genl.  Findlcy  president  of  the  Chilocothe  Eaiik  on  the  Subject  of  Treasury 
Bills  —  a  reference  to  that  letter  vfili  shev;  thsitrstandin-j  in  tnis  state. 
I  mentioned  above  three  of  four  armies  —  .,.•,  is   the  fact  —  froni  tho 
left  v/ing  to  the  Centre  is  about  kO  miles,  from  thence  to  tliis  line  hk  miles, 
and  to  the  fight  of  this,  are  the  Virginia  and  Penna  V'roops  —  On  eacn  of  'these 
lines  are  ohe  saaue  number  of  Staff  officers  that  would  be  requisrte  for  the

Government  is  sending  out;  ample  supplies,  buL  unlb rtunately  they  corancnced 
their  operation  at  too  laoe  a  period  —  There  stores  are  only  no;r  arivmg  ao 
the  mouth  of  Scioto,  and  the  clothing  for  tne  Regular  Troops  not  more  -.han 
now  at  Pitth,  .  . 

The  expense  of  hauling  those  stores  frx^m  the  mouth  of  Lhe  River  a^.ounts 
to  a  very  Considerable  sum  —  and  in  the  present  situation  of  the  Roaos, 
Teams  often  make  bit  5  miles  per  day  —  iji  fact  were  I  to  enur.erate  or 
atter,.pL  it,  the  diificulties  we  have  to  encounter  you  would  be  lor  halting 
us  unt  1  next  spring  -  It  will  be  recollectea  that  on  my  siender  shoulders 
.  rests  the  Transportation  of  this  line,  and  all  northwestTrardly  ^-  TlliG  I  could 
have  accomplished  with  tolerable  ease,  but  the  transportation  of  provisions  and 
wioh  that  the  increase  quantity  of  forage  requires  ^^^^J-  many  hundred 
waggons  —  and  not  to  rely  on  them  altogether  pack  horses  have  been 
resorted  to  —  In  the  course  of  three  weeks  I  hope  to  have  not  less  than 
from  2  to  three  thousand  pack  Horses  completely  equipt  each  yrith  two 
strong  bags  ~  These  will  be  principally  employed  in  the  transportation  of 
Forage  —  It  may  appear  to  you  my  friend  that  half  this  nur.ber  woidd 
ar^swer  all  our  purposes  -  make  a  calaulation  -  say  that  a  simple  horse 
will  carry  3  bushels  of  Com  96  quarts  ~  send  him  even  to  Upper  Sanausky 
from  this  place,  say  60  mUes  —  give  hJM   8  quarts  per  day  the  allo.rance  by

calculated  on  for  a  Brigade  of  iJack  Horses  say  80  or  90,  it  vdU  be  found 
tha-D  only  Utt  quarts  are  left,  —  If  you  increase  the  distance  to  100 
miles,  his  load  will  be  fouiia  incompetent  to  his  support.  To  attempt  ohe 
transportation  by  waggons  tne  result  villi   be  found  still  no re  unfavorable. 
I  do  not  with  y^u  to  understand  that  I  am  drawing  imaginary  difficulties, 
.e  ii.'tve  real  ones  before  our  eyes  and  we  'will  surmount  them  all  if  you 
only  send  us  money. 

You  will  see  my  friend  that  tnis  letter  has  been  penned  in  ii.   .e  —  I 
..rlv^c  surrounded  v^ith  waggoner^,  and  others  calling  momentarily  o.i  business^ 
This  ap9;ogy  for  the  ©any  inaccuraces  you  vj-ill  discover  seemed  necessary  — 
An  observation  you  made  to  me  in  my  own  House  has  often  occurred  to  me  since 
here  ie  "That  I  was  old,  and  my  physical  pov/ers  must  shortly  wear  out"  — 
you  might  have  added  Llental  also  —  But  as  I  have  had  the  misfortune  to  only 
possess  the  latter  in  a  limited  degree,  I  am  anxious  to  preserve  both  as 
long  as  possible  —  I  rise  at  Gyn  firing,  take  the  Cold  bath  every  morning, 
and  have  scarcely  time  to  eat  throughout  the  day  —  since  here  about  six 
vj-eeks  have  not  vrent  to  bed  one  night  before  10  oGlock,  and  eiften  not.  until 
after  12  —  I  cannot  say  how  long  I  shall  hold  out,  but  hope  until  I  see 
our  Troops  in  possession  of  Maiden  — 

Tell  my  friend  Geo.  M.  Bebb  to  give  me  the  news  —  Re  has  leisure,  I 
knov/  you  have  not. 

Present  me  affectionately  to  lirs.  Clay  —  And  believe  me  to  be  Dear 
Sir  your  friends  &  Huml.  Set.

P.S.   I  set  out  by  promising  you  only  a  short  letter,  but  have  spun  it  out

If  the  war  is  likely  to  continue,  I  wisn  to  be  placed  if  practicable 
as  Q.M.G.  to  this  anay  —  You  \Till  see  from  this,  that  old  as  I  am,  I  am

I  had  the  honor  to  recieve  your  letter  oi'  the  2h   Octr  last  on  the  20 
Inst. 

In  saying  that  it  vias  my  fault  that  there  was  not  a  sufficient  force 
in  this  quarter  Genl  Plarrison  has  said,  what  cannot  be  supported  —  According 
to  the  autliority  given  me  by  you  I  called  upon  the  Govt  of  Kentucky  for  a 
regt.  of  infantry,  but  before  it  could  reach  this  place  it  was  ordered  to 
Vincennes  —  Colo  Russel  came  on  here  v;-i-&h  one  company  of  rangers  in  the 
month  of  Augt  but  before  the  expiration  of  that  month  they  also  were  ordered 
back  to  Indiana'*///  —  leaving  me  no  alternative  but  to  rely  on  the  citizens 
of  this  territory  for  its  defence  —  Vlith  such  limited  means  I  aefended  it  against 
a  fonaidable  invasion  and  finally  carried  on  an  expedition  againsb  the 
Indians  with  as  much  success  as  has  ever  been  accomplished  under  similar 
Giroumataaices  in  the  vfostarn  country  —  and  even  after  bsing  reduced 
to  the  necessity  of  encountering  the  most  uncommon  difficulties  &  of  acting 
upon  my  own  responsibility  for  the  salvation  of  the  country  I  discover 
that  some  pitiful  attempts  are  malcing  to  deprive  me  of  the  credit  I  am 
intitled  to  ty  giving  it  to  Colo  Russel  wiio  happeiied  to  join  me  (about  three 
days  before  I  commenced  my  march)  with  fifty  rangers  —  This  injustice  is 
Known  felt  and  attested  by  the))r  whole  of  my  little  ajmiy  &  there  is  not  a 
man  of  common  sense  in  this  country  who  does  not  believe  that  my  measures 
have  saved  it  nor  one  of  common  honesty  who  will  not  acknovfledge  xx,   — 

The  letter  alluded  to  by  Genl.  Harrison  never  reached  me  till  the  7th 
of  Octr  when  I  was  busily  engaged  in  preparing  for  my  expedition  and  when  the 
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season  was  too  far  advanced  to  derive  any  advantage#?Xi^  from  troops  for  v/hom 
I  should  have  had  to  send  all  the  way  to  Ivnoxville  — 

Several  british  traders  vriLth  large  quantities  of  goods  are  now  on  the 
Mississippi  &  St  Peters  rivers  —  the  cunsequences  of  thie  fact  you  rjill 
readily  percieve  —  [illeg.j  the  Presiaent  of  our  legisiat/ive  council  has 
received  inl'ormation  from  one  of  his  correspondents  that  Dickson  is  novf  at  St 
Josephs  preparing  to  head  a  large  body  of  Indians  and  britisi.  liudj^   5  in 
an  attack  upon  this  country  as  soon  as  the  v/eather  iidll  permit, 

I  have  lately  received  a  letter  from  his  Excellency  Gov  Blount 
informing  me  that  tr-vo  regts.  are  ready  to  march  here  upon  my  requisite:-..  — 
but  that  they  are  not  yet  furnished  with  arms.  If  called  for  he  requires 
that  I  shall  provide  for  them  after  they  pass  the  limits  of  Tennessee  and 
have  engageu  to  supply  it.  with  provisions  8cc,   on  its  marcn  from  any  point 
on  the  Ohio  —  In  rehuii'ing  these  troops  I  have  acted  more   from  necessity, 
than  the  dictates  of  my  own  judgment.  Some  are  certainly  necessary  bui,  these 
are  not  the  kind  1  prefer  —  Mounted  men  I  could  have  raised  if  authorised 
so  to  do  in  the   territory  —  of  this  description  half  the  number  vrauld 
have  been  more  Uoefvil  &  taking  into  consideration  the  length  of  time  consumed 
'  the  great  expences  incurred  in  those  long  marclied  they  would  cost  the 
united  st-ates  less,   Infcmtry  may  do  to  build  ana  guard  forts  —  Horsemen 
alone  can  pu:^]sue  invaders  —  If  however  these  troops  arrive  I  will 
(as  long  as  I  have  any  thing  to  dovdth  the  frontier)  endeavour  to  turn 
their  services  to  the  best  advantage  —  and  at  present  i  propose  wit-h  their 
aid  to  build  a  fort  on  the  -iiffncn-ts  'river  about  100  miles  above  its  mouth  — 
The  advantage  of  this  position  cannot  be  properly  appreciated  vri.thouo  a 
correct  knowledge  of  the  geography  of  the  country,  which  is  not  to  be  learnt 
from  ar^y  -crork  now  extant.  The  course  of  the  Illinois  is  most  erroneously 
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represented  on  every  map  that  I  have  ##  seen  and  you  may  rely  upon  it  that 
Peoria  lies  about  direct  North  of  Kaska. 

The  lagislaturo  oi  this  territory  havo  petitioned  tho  Prosiaonc  for 
a  Battallion  of  mounx.ed  men  &  have  proposed  a  plan  for  raising  them  — 
I  vi-d  not  in  any  event  v^ish  to  make  any  objections  to  the  gentleman  they  recommend 
but  if  I  were  go  have  any  thing  to  do  wix-h  the  military  operations  on 
this  frontier  in  the  approaching  season  I  shouia  aislike  to  be  embarrassed 
by  any  sucii  plan,  I  wd  prefer  raising  the  men  in  my  o'wn  vfay  beoause  I  know 
I  couj.d  succeed;;^—  I  wd  ask//  for  a  regt,  and  would  be  glad  to  command 
it  in  person,  ^t   I  wd  also  wish  permission  to  employ  armed  boats  when  they 
could  be  used  to  advantage  —  A  Mr  Teter  who  was  wounded  on  the  late 
expedition  is  disabled  in  his  arm  —  A  LIr  Right  another  of  the  wounaed  is 
since  deaa  of  his  v;ounas.  It  is  hoped  that  provision  Td.ll  be  made  for  the 
former  ana  for  the  family  of  the  latter. 

Some  v,raggons  and  teams  were  necessarily  pressed  or  employed  and  some 
kettled  ana  axes  were  purchased  for  the  use  of  the  late  detachment  of 
militia  from  this  Ty.  one  of  the  waggon  horces  that  was  prGSsed  is  aead. 
I  should  be  glad  to  be  informed  how  these  things  are  to  be  paia  for 

The  horses  that  were  lost  in  the  service  of  the  U.S.  are  returned  on 
the  muster  rolls  which  have  been  transmitted  to  the  Paymaster  of  tne  U.S. 
Muster  rolls  of  several  detachments  are  not  yet  retiumed  —  because  oivlng  to 
their  being  in  service  at  different  points  they  have  not  yet  been  reed,  as  yet 
the  paymaster  of  the  District  has  reed  nothing  to  the  militia  —

Plan  of  a  vonter  Canpaign  of  mount.ed  force  against  the  Savages,  hostile 
to  the  U.  States 
The  Object 

1st  to  secure  the  North  T^estern  frontier  from  Fort  V/ayne  to  the 
Mississippi  300  miles  a  direct  course  — 

2d     To  prevent  the  North  Western  Army  from  having  convoys  of  provisions 
destroyed,  vj-hen  the  Army  shall  be  lessened  in  the  Spring 

3d  to  furnish  some  inducement  for  the  neutrality  of  the  Savages  in 
future. 

The  Indians  of  the  Ilianois  have  left  Piorias,  ^  will  v/inter  about 
Fox  River  which  runs  into  Ilianois  at  least  600  YJarriors,     The  Indiajis  of 
the  Wabash  have  been  routed  from  Tippicanoe  by  Genl  Hopkins,   &  have 
determined  to  concentrate  their  forces  upon  the  head  of  V^abash  at  least 
300  warriors.     At  Chicagu  the  Inds.  have  collected  &  will  spend  the  vdnter 
there  say  300  —  on  the  St.  Joseph,  ^  on  L  Michigan  from  itsif]^  mouth  to 
Chicagu.     Pottawattamies  &  others  stragling  300  warriors,   on  the  west  of 
L  I<iichigan  up  towards  Green  Bay  a  nxmber  of  villages  of  the  Winebagoes  k. 
others,  where  100,  1^0.  &  200.  warriors  may  respectively  reside,    in  the 
winter  these  Tribes  could  not  collect,  want  of  provisions,  &  the  care  of 
the  Squavfs  &  children  would  prevent.     Indians  have  been  so  "^MM^Il^^ 
harrassed  &  their  v/ants  made  so  imperious  by  Russell  Hopkins  &^  Hariason, 
that  the  Spring  will  be  more  anxiously  looked  for,   to  take  satisfaction 
6n  the  Frontiers, 
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■     2ndly    The  Fccrce  &  its  organization 

Two  regiments  each  amounting  to  614.0  men  amply  sul'iicient  to  traverse 
the  whole  coimtry  mentioned  and  dispers  and  destroy  the  various  tribes 
within  that  circle  —  good  officers  &  brave  men  alone  vd-ll 
accomplish  it,     A  comi.-any  to  consist  of  80  men  Ii.  compainies  1  Battalion  ~ 
2  Eat Gallons   1  Regiment   —  the  men  to  choose  their  officers  —  the  Governor 
to  commission  then  —  A  general  order  v/ill  answer  the  purpose  of  commissions 
if  necessary  —  the  force  can  be  raised  in  Kentucky  in  30  days  —  Take  Fort 
Vi'ayne  as  the  point  to  commence  operations  —  an  account  of   its  being  a 
more  secret  rout  &  the  enemy's  retreat  would  be  cut  off  —  take  the  grand 
pass  on  Illinois  bO  miles  nelow  from  Piorias,  which  vrould  be  best  on 
accovmt  of  the  contiguity  of  a  rich  settlement  —  near  the  mouth  of  the 
Illinois  which  vrould  afford  forage  &  provisions,  St.  the  Illinois  is 
navigable  in  Edwards  large  bullet-proof  boat  up  to  Piorias  —  IVe  take 
Fort  Vi'ayne  as  the  place  in  suppositon,  and  all  things  considered  it  is  the 
best  —  The  army  may  be  considered  as  at  Fort  lYayne,   as  all  agree  in  the 
practicability  of  reaching  to  that  post,  there  being  only  Q$  miles  frontier  - 

3rd    Preparations  for  the  march  from  Fort  '.Vayne  —  None  can  doubt  the 
practicability  of  the  campaign  as  to  the  men,   if  the  horses  be  provided  for 
In  30  lbs  of  the  most  nutritious  food.  Such  as  Bacon,  biscuits,    sugar, 
coffee  &c  &c.   each  man  would  have  50  days  provision,  this  vathout  depending 
on  resources  in  ohe  enemy's  covuitxy.     The  horses  present  the  only  objection 
Sc  this  is  more  in  imagination  than  reality  — LIr.    Bond  from  Illinois  &.  }ir, 
Greely  of  Michigan  both  say,  a  horse  in  that  country  with  a  quart  of  Salt 
would  live  the  winter  &  not  be  in  lovf  order  if  not  hardly  used.     The  tops 
of  trees  in  all  seasons  furnish  nourishing  food  for  horses  ~  these  Y;^ould 
be  cut  dovm.  daily  for  night  fortifications  —  the  grass  in  some  places  is 
green,     in  no  place   (if  dry)  is  it  deprived  of  its  novui^s^ing  quality  — 
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Horses  therefore,  that  would  be  selected  wouIg  perform  a  journey  of  30  days, 
25  miles  a  day  v/ithout,  grain  —  from  Fort  '.Vayne.     Mr,  Greely  says  in  the 
dead  of  winter  traders  go  to  the  Mississippi  from  Detroit  &  no  provision 
is  ever  made  for  horses,    but  depend  on  the  natural  growth  —  this   is  v;ithout 
any  calculation  of  a  supply  in  the  enemy's  coiuitry  —  there  is  a  quantity  of 
com  in  every  village  not  alreauy  J^SffM  destroyed,  particularly  at  Chicago 
Si.  its  vicinity  —  a  number  of  Canadian  French  are  here  settled  &c  v/ibh  large 
farms —  near  lake  Liichigan  on  the  St.   Joseph  at  a  Potav/attaraee  village  there 
is   a  quantity  of  com,   so  at  liassinniHay  on  the  Wabash  if  not  destroyed  by 
a  detachment  fran  Genl.  Harrison's  arm  y —  so  there  is  on  the  Illinois  near 
a  river  called  Fox  river  running  into  Illinois.     In  addition  to  this  a  horse 
will  live  20  days  upon  3  pints  of  corn  per  day  the  k  first  days  &  afterwards 
on  one  quaxt  per  day  —  make  a  deposit  of  grain  at  St.  Maiy's  or  Fort 
Vifayne,   vmich  coulu  be  done  with  easrfor  20  days  —  Each  man  could 
start  from  Fort  V»'ayne  7ri.th  ten  days  forage  for  his  horse  &i  30  for  hiirself 
«St  no  burthen,  as  the  men  would  prefer  to  v;alk  much  to  keep  vrann,-  unless 
in  case  of  pursuing  the  enemy  &  forced  marches,     another  idea,  50  or  100 
packhorses  of  grain  to  march  with  ohe  army  to  lake  Michigan  6  days,  at 
which  time  dismiss  the  packs  ana  take  all   ohe  grain  &  food  except  what 
would  carry  the  men  to  Fort  V/ayne  --  there  would  be  no  danger  in  #^,^^-e  the 
return  to  Fort  Vfeyne  —  at  the  sajne  time  send  back  the  sicks,   the  croken 
down  the  like  &  all  incumbrances  —  cur  numbers  would  be  lessened  some 
little,   but  we  should  be  in  better  -condition  as  to  force  and  provision, 
than  at  Fort  '.7ayne.     The  rout  through  the  enemy's  country  to  be  governed 
according  to  circumstances  —  From  Fort  IVayne  20  Beeves  might  be  carried 
along  to  lessen  the  burthen  of  the  horses  without  inconvenience  26  miles 
a  day.     The  dii'ficulties  are  now  surmounted  or  il'  not  the  plan  might  be 
extended  to  very  valuable  purposes,   in  which  case  the  whole  force  under  Col. 
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Russell  and  the  Goveinor  of  the  territories  (The  force  in  actual  pay) 
mi  ht  cooperate  By  making  deppoits  of  forage  and  rations  for  20  days 
at  Fort  Harrison  &  as  high  up  the  Illinois  as  v/ould  be  safe  vdth  a  company 
or  two  of  raucjers  —  the  purchases  to  be  made  and  the  transportation  to  begin, 
the  time  fixed  for  the  main  army  leaving  fort  V.ayne  --  This  ivould  always 
be  a  sure  fund  to  the  army  of  mounted  men  —  they  would  be  in  6  or  3  days 
of  forage  &  provisions,  &  if  any  part  of  the  country  should  be  left 
jfc^  unexplored,  the  deposits  at  those  places  v^ould  enable  the  Campaign  to 
go  on  again  after  dismissing  the  disable^,  sick,  worn  down  ccc.  as  a  less 
force  woula  novf  be  sufficient,  the  sjirong  holds  of  the  enemy  being  broktaa 
up  —  This  is  the  outline,  there  are  detailsjjt  not  necessary  to  be  entered 
into.  Ten  or  x2  guides  can  be  had  whose  fidelity  will  not  be  doubted, 
will  acquainted  with  every  foot  of  the  Indian  country  —  The  campaign  must 
be  over  by  the  20th  of  March  or  first  of  April,  or  the  v^aters  of  the  Spring 
Tn.ll  make  the  country  impassable  for  months.  If  the  force  should  assemble 
too  late  it  will  furnish  a  valuable  reinforcement  to  the  North  v/estem 
army  about  that  time  lessened  as  it  will  be  by  the  loss  of  the  ii.000  Kentucky 
Volunteers. 

The  force  here  contemplated  will  be  valuable  ii'  raised,  not  a  minute 
ought  to  be  lost.  The  proposition  for  this  campaign  has  made  the  V/est 
rejoice.  They  expect  something  to  be  done.  If  the  deposits  should  not 
be  used  by  the  mounted  men,  other  troops  vd.ll  use  them.  The  ^t^M^^M 
plan  here  presented  in  so  many  forms  may  be  too  complex  and  too  expensive. 
It  may  be  simplified  in  severao.  particulars  &  perhaps  it  v^ould  be  as  well. 
1st.  all  i'ack  liorses  might  be  dispensed  with,  &  also  aJ.1  deposits,  giving 
the  men  one  dollar  a  day  to  find  themselves  —  here  the  expense  vfill  be 
lessened  2d  the  deposits  on  the  Illinois  ^   Fort  Harrison  dispensed  vfith,  k 
if  Col.  Russell  cooperated,  he  could  pursue  his  rout  in  the  same^  way,  the 
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men  finding  themselves  at  one  dollar  per  day  vfhich  is  much  the  cheapest  force. 

The  expence  nay  be  under  80,000^)  —  it  would  not  exceed  100,000  — 
upon  the  plan  in  its  extent  —  If  successful  how  much  more  usefull  than  to 
keep  troops  inactive  upon  the  frontiers  — 
Any  verbal  explanations  vrill  be  given
